The plans are suggestions only, according to

pole, president of the Bucks Comity Board of 
School Directors. 
Chief of staff or the task force was Dr. Clar­ 
ence E. Ackley, a specialist in educational sur­ 
veys. 
'I'he task force recommends that Bucks Coun­ 
ty have only five school districts. 
Proposed Combinations 
The first one would combine the Quakertown 
Community, Palisades Pennridge, and Deep Run 
Valley jointures, stretching all the way across the 
upper third of the county. 
The second would combine 
the 
Centennial 
jointure with tho two jointures in Central Bucks 
and the New Hope-Solebury union district. These 
now districts would be complete school systems, 
of course, including all of the elementary schools 
which now ar*' independent. 
A third of tho five big districts, according to

Task Force Two’s recommendation, would throw 
Bensalem 
Township, 
Neshaminy 
and 
Council 
Rock in together, again reaching all 
the 
way 
across the county. 
Fourth and Fifth 
The fourth would combine 
Pennsbury with 
Morrisville, and the filth would consist of Bristol 
Borough, Bristol Township and Tullytown. 
Under th*' .proposal, and under the pending 
bill, no One, of course, is going to tear down or 
abandon any existing school buildings. Students 
in Bristol would still go to Bristol High or the two 
elementary schools in the borough.

The 
Bristol youngsters would be eligible to attend the 
Bucks County Vocational School, which they can­ 
not do now.
